Bureau has no control. of its reports, 
‘The Gorman Press'Bureow, on the oth 
‘hand, *revises ‘and even” suppresess © ¢ 
publication of speeches. When necessary, 
Ht specially ‘transmits speeches by tele- 
yam and wireless to foreign countrics if 
it thinks those speeches will help German 
propaganda. : 


CONTROL OF TIE PRESS. 


Control of speech is accompanied by 
control of the. Press, “accomplished as 
follows: — 

"bhe Berlin and provincial editors are 
summoned from time to time to mectings, 
They ‘are addressed. by members of .the 
Government..as.to what. it-is wise for them 
to and not to say. These meetings 
constitute a hint that if they aro .indis- 
creet, if they, for example, publish matter 
“‘ealeulat to promote disunity,” they 
may be subject to the increasingly severe 
penalties now administered. If a news- 
paper shows a tendency to kick over the 
traces a. Government, emissary waits upon 
the editor, calls hie attention to any 
offending article or rmsraph, and sug- 
geste s correction, If the newspaper still 
offends it is liable to suspension for a 
day or even w week. One or-two insigni- 
ficant provincial newspapers have been 
suppressed altogether, and the high price 
of paper is, in, addition, automatically 
causing tho stoppage of many. 

With the Reichstag shut. up, and the 
hold on the newspapers tightening; what 
opportunity remains by which indepen- 
dent thought. can, be disseminated 1 

In Poland meetings to consider what 
they call “ Church affairs,” but which 
were really revolutionary gatherings, 
afforded. opportunity for discussion.

- Mr. Percival.Gibbon, the British Press [ 


 eorrespondent on the western front, tele~ 
graphs'to the Daly Chronicle: —“ The 

‘hand-to-hand fighting in the gunpits in 
*ront of the Hazy trench on October 26th 
was*one of the bitterest epigades. of the 
Somme campaign. The attack was under- 
taken in weather conditions which only 
tragic. heroism nade possible for an. ad 
vanoe. The British unitg went into the 
trenches on the previous night in soaking, 
rain, and there waa seven degrees of 
frost before morning. Later the rain 
melted the country to a loathsome yellow 
paste, while the trenches were crumbling 
like wet sugar... The barrage ‘advanced 
-ahead of the attacks. They were. only 
half-way out. of their quagmire of trench, 
when thoy saw,a German officer recalling 
the defenders on. the parapets. While 
our men. were. floundering in the mud, 
every. German was firing hig rifle. 
_“*" We took the German position crawl- 
ing and tumbling forward somehow until 
the trench was captured, | Tho defenders 
were the Bavarians who captured Vaux 
in the face of the magnificent. French 
defenco; so they were worthy foes, but 
no:match for the British bayonets.

AN IMPORTANT PROBLEM,
